*%.nd, remember, the cost of pro- 
duction has not increa»nd since March, 
19221. nor has there been any increase 
in miners wages, yet these non-union 
coal companies have boosted their 
prices on coal from 100 to 200 percent* 
It is npt strange, therefore that the 
people are complaiainz against 'ab- 
normal coal prices. It is a clear case 
of gouge for which the miners are 
In no degree responsible. This is aj 
fact which the public should bear in 1 
mind. 
"Prices have t>een increased also in 
fields in which the coal is produced 
by union minera, but the boost 'has 
been nothing as compared with what 
non-union companies have dome. For 
Instance, In the unionized fields of In- 
diana and Illinois prices at the mine 
are from 20 cento to £1 higher than 
a year ago. 
"These non-union coal companies 
have a iiablt of boosting: about their 
very -deep Interest in-the welfare of 
the public, and one can almost hear 
their eobs as they weep over the 
troubles of the citizen who struggles 
to maintain his family in these days of 
high prices. But in the midst5of their 
sobs we discover them boosting the 
price of coal and pilingV up' unholy 
profits at the rate of many millions of 
dollars each month..

• "The United Mine Workers of Amer.- 
ca wants the public to know just who 
la to-blame for the present high cost 
of coal. The mineta get very little of 
.he money which the,public pays for 
coal. We are informed that there are 
con-union miners in jwhich miners 
are paid as little as 42 cents a ton for 
oading coal which the companies sell 
at these outrageous prices. Yet, you 
are frequently' told ..that coal1" prices 
cannot 
come down 
until miners 
'wages are reduced. , Coal prices will 
pma down whenever these non-union 
oal companies are forced by an out- 
aged public to bring them down and 
not- until then."

X. C.. ,April 4.—The 
plans of the North Carolina Educa- 
tion association to conduct a series of 
meeting's among local teachers to 
study educational finance will be ex- 
tended to the schools and to the" pub- 
lic, .Miss Elizabeth Kelly, president, 
announced today.

The- studies will be promoted, said 
Miss Kelly, in order to obtain the best 
results from funds expended for edu- 
cational purposes. The first meeting 
of the series, in each county, will 
have as its subject for discussion the 
amounts of money invested in the 
county by the state, county and city. 
The~second will be devoted to a study 
of the dividends derived, while ~the 
third will determine whether -the 
funds invested are yielding commen- 
surate results. 


Under the 3icad" of dividend?." the 
teachers will study the number of 
pupils enrolled; the percentage ad- 
vancing from grammar grades to 
chool and from liisrh school to 
: red«ct;on of illiteracy, re- 
lative standing of the schools, and thej 
co-operative relations of the schools 
to the communities. 
After the study 3s well underway. 
the results will ba given to the school 
and all other interested car-j 
ties. A -program for each school; 
* a. month also 3s being- planned 
by the associaJion. 
Through these 
programs, the problems of education 
and civic life will be brought to the 
attention' of Ihe students.

All he will have to do is sit 


Imitation Silk 


Output Grows 


'(By The AitocUtcd Pre*») 
NEW HAVEN. April 3.—A -warning 


to the silk, worm that certain chemi- 
cal compounds, which are his chief 
business rivals, are inclined to com- 
bine against him, and a hint tor him 
to study their modern, efficient meth- 
ods was given today "by "W. O. Mits- 
cherling of Baltimore m his address 
on "Cellulose Silk," before the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society. 
"While the silk worm turns out a 
high quality product and is 3usti"-a 
in a certain pride of skill," Mr ': 
cherling said, "his stubborn refusal 
to heed the entreaties of the sales de- 
partment to speed up is playing ha\ oc 
with his market. The modern -woman 
can not be bothered to wait for him, 
and so the spruce tree and the cotton 
plant are gobbling up the big orders. 
These producers are -willing to stand 
for 
the 
introduction of 
scientific 


methods. For instance, as Dr. Mits- 
cherling pointed out, cellulose (which 
is the technical name for spruce pulp 
and cotton linters) is very reasoable. 
"The most recent discover!' in ar- 


tificial silk manufacture is that cellu- 
lose and acetic acid combine under 
the proper cnemical c'rciimstances to 
make a very g-ood silk. 
One of the 
most favored efficiency devices of the 
chemist is the use of -what is known 
as a 'catalyst.' The catalyst is the ef- 
flciency man of chemistry. 
In the 
case of the cellulose actate silks, the 
pulp or cotton lintsrs. £.nd acetic acid 
naturally combine very slowly. 
But 
the presence of fculphuric arid or a 
zinc salt speeds up the reaction to a 
great pace. The sulfurie acid or zinc 
salt, whichever Is used, is the cata- 
list- It does not become a part of the 
product but it stirs the cellulose and 
acetic acid to great activity." 
Dr. Mitscherling said that the cel- 
lulose acetate, formed after the cat- 
alyst has Introduced the 
necessary 
"punch" into the process, is then dis- 
solved in acetic acid or some other

out of Senator Hiram Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, let him listen to tho pleas of 
men like Nicholas Murray Butler ana 
other advocates of closer relations WHO 
Europe. 
This is the prediction of those who 


enow Hiram Johnson's way of think- 
ing and who are able to say u^.cer 
what circumstances he will be a can- 
didate in opposition to President Hard- 
ing and under what conditions he "HI 
•emain passive in the pro-convention 
;am»aign. 
• 
, 
Tre California senator has gone to 


Euiopo to get impressions further to 
contirm his conviction that America 
ought to have as little to do with, the 
turmoil abroad as possible but just be- 
fore he sailed a number of conflicting 
rumors were current to the effect that 
he had asked Senator George Mo«es 
of Nr-w Hampshire to be h!s campaign 
manager and another that he had 
given assurances of his support to 
President Harding In the event the 
latter desired a renomination. 
It is not generally known but the 


fact can bo revealed now that Sena- 
tor Johnson was invited to the White 
House shortly before Mr. Harding left 
tor Florida, and they discussed pr'- 
marilv some federal 
judge appoint- 


ments in California. 
The conference 
was of such aft amicable character 
that after it occurred the word was 
whispered about that all talk of John- 
son making a fight against the re- 
nomination of the President could be 
dismissed as idle chatter.

respect to foreign policy. 


Mr. Johnson was outspoken later In 


hie denunciation of tho President's 
proposal to,make America a member 
of the court ot Justice, but his basic 
opposition was-not to tho court as 
much as to the fact that the court 
judges ao> elected through th'fe ma- 
chinery or the league of nations. The 
Cal'fornia 
senator feared that one 


..tep would lead to another and Amer- 
ica wpuld enter the league "by tho 
back door." 


It cannot be said finally that the 


world court

is sufficiently 
an issue for Mr. Johnson to break 
with Mr. Harding but anything beyond 
that certainly will arouse tho ire of 
the California senator and release him 
from any previous decision to'support 
Mr. Harding for renomination.

attract the progressive elements in tho
